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Not Currency at All. 
When will the papers whiehsupport 
the gold system in this State, see that 
a paper currency had no more to do 
with the financial crisis in the East 
than Captain Jack. When will they 
discover from their own tiles, that on 
the Closing day of the panic a dollar 
iugreenbacks was worth just exactly as 
much gold as it was a week before the 
crisis took place. The fact is, the peo­ 
ple for two great reasons have lost faith 
in railroad stocks. The first is this: 
Credit Mobillera, Construction Com­ 
mittees, and other swindling corpora­ 
tions have been from East to West, 
North to South, over all this wide 
land. They have stolen boldly, shame­ 
lessly, and have leagued themselves 
with those in power that the due pun­ 
ishment might not follow their crimes. 
No department of the Government, 
no officer from the President down has 
been free from their bribery. 
The 
great head and front of many steals 
has been the President himself. He 
has not hesitated, time after time, to 
sell his name and influence for gold. 
Legislators, revering the man whom 
they supjKjse saved their country’ in its 
danger hour, have not looked into the 
the honesty of the enterprises bearing 
his name. The President’s example 
has been only too well followed. 
Every petty, political lord, master of 
a dozen primary offices, or controlling 
some little patronage, has sold his 
power, 
stealing everywhere—hon­ 
esty nowhere, or so concealed as to be 
scarcely discovered. The second cause 
is this: The market has been crowded 
with stocks. 
Railroads have been 
built faster than the settlement of the 
country has demanded. Their bonds, 
by’ a stupendous system of advertis­ 
ing and by a great discount from the 
face, have been thrown iqion the 
market, which has been completely 
choked. 
From these two causes there was no 
faith in bonds left in the people. They 
were shy to invest instoekswldeh expe­ 
rience had proved unproductive. They 
were unwilling to trust any man’s 
word or bond, when they saw corrup­ 
tion winked ut by those in high places, 
and stalking unpunished. Consequent­ 
ly, the financial agents who had bur­ 
dened themselves with bonds, unable 
to dispose of them, unable to pay even 
the interest on those already sold, 
were compelled to suspend. They 
would have been no more able to sell 
if gold had been the currency’, than 
they were with greenbacks. They must 
have failed under any circumstances. 


The C om ine Fair. 
It has been asserted by a few indivi­ 
duals of contracted intellects that the 
asociation is giving too much mo­ 
ney for horse prizes, and not enough 
for agricultural products. Probably not 
one person who Is of this opinion ever 
subscribed a dollar, or owns a cent of 
scrip in the association. That the Agri­ 
cultural Association may from to time 
to time make mistakes is probable. 
Jlumanum ext errare, in this one 
point its head is as level asadle. Beets, 
cabbages, fruits and industries are all 
proportionately rewarded, but a coun­ 
try that is celebrated for its blooded 
stock stands a little higher than one 
whose/oírte is raising pumpkins. The 
Agricultural Association has in hand 
an immense, a stupendous undertak­ 
ing. Through strenuous^ efforts of 
members and itsSecretaiy a huge debt 
has already been paid off'. The extra 
prizes of such great value are the re­ 
sult of private liberality, and the sub­ 
scriptions are the voluntary gift of the 
best citizens. Comparison with other 
fairs shows that law Angeles and the 
South is far ahead of all other states 
iu its proportional premiums for 
native industries and home products. 
It is every citizen’s duty to lift as far 
as can Ik* the arduous duties from off' 
the shoulders of the spirited stockhol­ 
ders of the association, and the ap­ 
pearance of the best horses in the State 
at the fair is most earnestly to I»* de­ 
sired. 


T h e County and the Railroad. 
The Bulletin urges Los Angeles to 
exact a guarantee for the completion 
of the Southern Pacific railroad to San 
Francisco within the specified time, 
and of the connection with Anaheim, 
before transferring the bonds of the 
county. This advice is timely; not 
that there is any reasonable fear that 
the company will not perform all they 
have promised. 
Their action in the 
past renders it almost certain they will 
keep their engagement in the future. 
But, when u private party’ makes u 
contract, he wishes security, and it is 
thought foolish and unbusinesslike, if 
he neglects all guarantees possible, no 
matter how honest and honorable the 
man with whom he Isdenling may Ik*. 
That course, which it Is appropriate for 
a private party to pursue, is the one for 
the public. Far more guarantees are 
required that a man may he honest in 
his dealings with a community, than 
iu his dealings with individuals. Many 
who would shrink from wronging one 
man, shrink not from wronging many 
combined. Let our Supervisors iu this 
look to our common interests. 
Putting up new dwelling houses is 
the order of the day iu Kernville. The 
tow’ll is supplied with stores and shops. 
Murphy, Brown-aud Green, are the 
principal merchants. Two fine hotels, 
the Kernville Hotel ami the Olympic. 
The town is apparently well supplied 
with mechanics of different trades. 
The new discoveries !>eing made as­ 
tonish the “oldest inhabitants,” who 
thought the place finished.—f Jfuri/n/i 
Miner. 


G rangers and Railroads. 
Whether the Western <hungers have 
been indiscreet or not in the wielding 
of their immense iuffiienee, yet their 
hi ttcrcsts opponents admit the strength 
of the organization. If tlu* H kkald 
thought that the publication of the fol­ 
lowing article could for an instant 
damage the prospects of the Granges, 
it would consign it to the waste-bus- 
kot; but it is so thoughtfully written, 
and recognizes so thoroughly the good 
of the Farmers’ Unions, that its words 
of warning as to tin* care with which 
their power should be wielded, are not 
misplaced. Whether the Granges has­ 
tened the railroad crisis or not, their 
strength for good or evil is not doubt­ 
ed. As far as human foresight can pre­ 
dict, the Grangers will never abuse the 
intlueuee they are so suddenly pos­ 
sessed of: 
The sturdy blow’s given by western 
grangers to railroad interests, all over 
the Union, have not been delivered 
without producing some reactionary 
effect. Immense masses of grain and 
other domestic products remain al­ 
most hermetically’ sealed up in west­ 
ern granaries and store-1 louses, and 
this, too, at the very moment when 
they could command the highest prices 
in markets of consumption, and when 
the whole country is in need of money 
to the point of actual, wide-spread suf­ 
fering. In killing railroad bonds, and 
militating without sufficient discre­ 
tion against railroad interests, they 
have caused much damage to them­ 
selves and others with whom they are 
not at war. If western farmers thought 
themselves aggrieved by excessive 
freight charges, they were entirely 
right and justifiable in addressing 
themselves to an abatement of such 
grievance. This reform could and 
would have been effected in a natural 
and business-like manner, if tlie|mover 
of combination and organization had 
not list people unused to its exercise 
into the spirit of fanatical ]>ersecutinh, 
which extended itself to jsiints having 
no possible connection with the one 
source of complaint. If western pro­ 
ducts were “corked up in a bottle”—to 
use a Presidential expression—-they 
could not he more effectually kept out 
of market than they have been by tin* 
grangers’ onslaught. 
It is all well 
enough to say that railroad companies 
have been dabbling too much in their 
bonds; that over-speculation plunged 
them under; that the rascalities per­ 
petrated by some prominent compa­ 
nies have foundered tin* rest, and that 
the whole thing was a bubble whieh 
everybody knew must burst at some 
time, ami was only prematurely prick­ 
ed by the grangers. The fact remains 
t hut* it was their action whieh precipi­ 
tated tin* crisis at a period when we 
were least able to hear it, and that they 
have seriously injured themselves liy 
the act.

not by any aid of man lie made to at- 
tlicit "itself again. The patient hud 
ample opportunities during tlie period 
following the accident to coincide with 
that view. 
The agony she suffered cannot la* told 
in words. The friends of Mrs. Farley 
were anxious to have the hair restored, 
and to jilease them she submitted to 
the treatment in question. The sur­ 
geons, Drs. Smith and I’ark, deter­ 
mined to do what they could, and ac­ 
cordingly set to work. 
They to>k 
small portions of flesh from tlie arms 
of such as were willing to make tiie 
sacrifice, and applied them to the head 
of the patient. A few days sufficed to 
cause them to knit anti grow. This 
operation lias been |>erformed over 4t) 
times, flesh being taken from us many 
different persons, ami the lady now has 
much more titan onc-hulf a scalp, with 
good proBpeets of getting a whole one. 
The parties contributing the flesh say 
the pain attendant on tin* cutting is 
quite insignificant, and after an irrita­ 
tion of but short duration, tin* skin 
grows over the wound and “Richard is 
himself again.” Forty jicrsons can 
jsiint with pride to the cranium of Mrs 
Farley and say, “A piece of my flesh 
adorns that head.” When tlesli is 
wanted, tlie doctors advertise the fact, 
ami tin* rush, as witnessed Tuesday, is 
immense. It is yet too early to deter­ 
mine whether Mrs. Farley will live or 
tlie from the effects of her injury. Tlie 
ojh*ration through which she is now 
(Missing is a novel one, was never be- 
lore adopted Itere, and, by reason of its 
novelty, plenty of applicants are daily 
found willing ‘and anxious to contrib­ 
ute their mite to the general recon­ 
struction of tin* suffering patient’s 
head.”

California Resources. 


Tlu* following art lele on tin* resources 
of California ia clipped from tin* an­ 
nual re port of the Surveyor Ueneral: 
In ponelusion of tlds report 1 pre­ 
sent for your consideration the talile 
of statistics compiled by me from the 
reports of tin* Assessors of tin* several 
counties, exhibiting tin*industries and 
productions of California. Those sta­ 
tistics are not fully complete, for tlu* 
reason that I have not as vet received 
reports for 1878 from the* counties of 
Mariposa, Mendocino, Tehama, and 
the county of Ventura, which fact, 
while it may m aterially decrease the 
totals of tin* State at large, will not 
materially effect the comparative ex­ 
hibit between counties. These reports 
of tlu* County Assessors are tin* only 
data provided as tin* basis of inv re­ 
port in this connection, and perhaps 
no other system would he more adapt­ 
able to the collection of such informa­ 
tion. Still I am positively of the opin­ 
ion that the showing made in tins re­ 
port, and as previously made in the 
reports of my predecessors, does not 
exhibit results that do full justice to 
the claims of California. 
The details of these statistics, being 
furnished by property owners to the 
Assessor of this county, are too gener­ 
ally placed at the lowest possible esti­ 
mate, and given with the greatest re­ 
luctance, fearing their use as a basis 
of assessment for pur|tnaca of taxa­ 
tion. 
The resources of the State of Cali­ 
fornia are perhaps more varied than 
those of any other of the States in tin* 
I'niou. 
Its very large area, its geo­ 
graphical position, and tin* high ele­ 
vation of its mountain ranges bestow 
upon it climatic advantages of (lie 
highest order. 
In the extreme north­ 
ern i>art of tin* State the teni|H*rnture 
is never so low as to necessitate the 
precaution 
and 
inconveniences 
to 
which the middle Stales of tin* east­ 
ern slope are subjected. Neither is 
the southern portion of so high a tem ­ 
perature as to propagate either tin* 
malaria of a tropical country or the 
lassitude and indolence of its inhabit­ 
ants. Ever swept through her whole 
length and 
breadth 
by 
moderate 
winds, fresh from the blossom of the 
Pacific. Ocean, the extremes of heat 
aiul cold are unknown to California. 
The soil of California is as prolific 
in its character as it is varied in its 
adaptations, producing with equal 
facility 
tin* 
vine 
of 
continental 
Europe, the hanlier cereals of north­ 
ern America and tin* luxuriant fruits 
and flowers incident to the topics. Her 
mountain hills and streams are thede- 
)»ositories of gold, silver and valuable 
minerals in quantities tliat have at­ 
tracted the attention of tho civilized 
world. H er inhabitants are the repre­ 
sentatives of every nation on the globe 
an enterprising, active people, that 
have in a few years erected a prosper­ 
ous State upon the most remote bor­ 
ders of civilization. 
With these natural advantages of 
soil, climate and mineral deposits, no 
uncertainty as to the future of Califor­ 
nia can reasonably he entertained. 
Her population is steadily increasing, 
her resources are each year being 
more completely developed, her im ­ 
mense area offers every inducement to 
emigration, and judged by the Am eri­ 
can standard of progress, she is des­ 
tined, not only to m aintain her past 
proved position amongst her sister 
State, but to attain a pre-eminence that 
shall be as enviable as it is deserved. 
As shown by the statist ics, 18,348,240 
bushels of wheat were produced dur­ 
ing the year A. I). 1871, und 20,SOtl,(¡07 
bushels during the year a . d . 
1872. 
This result, taken as correct, compares 
very favorably with the production of 
other States, while, at the same time, 
a conqiarison of the number of acres 
cultivated with the yield in bushels, 
does not correctly show the average 
per acre, either as a general average 
or as applied to any individual eountv, 
for the reason that a very considerable 
portion of this crop is in California di­ 
verted from the uses to which, in other 
localities, it is invariably devoted, a 
very large am ount thereof being cut for 
hay and much never cut at all, hut used 
on the ground from which it israised for 
tin* fattening of hogs. These causes, 
together with the low figures usually 
furnished to the assessors, will warrant 
that tlu* average yield jier acre is very 
nuii'h larger than can he exhibited by 
tliis report. Tlu* counties of Hnnotnú, 
Santa Clara, Monterey, Rutte and 
Stanislaus stand at the head of tin* 
grain producing counties for 1871, and 
I lie comities of Stanislaus, Colusa, San 
Joaquin, Monterey and Contra Costa 
for the year 1872. 
Together with tins 
yield of wheat, a large quantity of 
barley lias been raised, which, in this 
State, is extensively used asa substi­ 
tute for the corn and oats of the East­ 
ern States. 
Tilt* wheat of California 
lias attained u world-wide celebrity, it 
commands always the highest m arket 
price, and, as a crop, it is highly re­ 
munerative. 
Much of it is raised for 
the market of Europe, and the ship­ 
ping advantages and yearly increasing 
foreign demand is causing this crop, 
each year, to become more and more 
the leading interest of the Pacific 
coast. Crain of many other descrip­ 
tions is raised for home consumption, 
and the supply of tin* several varie­ 
ties is limited only l>y the demand. 
The fruit products of this State are 
|M*rhaps of greater variety than those 
exhibited by any other branch of ag­ 
riculture, aiid, in their variety, are 
inore characteristic in their peculiari­ 
ties of California climate and soil than 
any of the many evidences that have 
yet attracted public attention. 
All 
the fruits of the temperate zone are 
produced in profusion and attain ail 
unusual size and flavor. 
In tlu* more 
southern counties many fruits inci­ 
dent to tropical climates are produced 
with profit and in abundance. 
Or­ 
anges, lemons, 
figs, pomegranates, 
limes and olives are yearly figuring 
more extensively among California 
productions. The fruits of this State 
are demanded by tin* epicures of tin* 
East, and are ship|ted in large quanti­ 
ties to all parts of the Union. 
The mountains of the Coast Range 
and of the Sierra Nevadas arc covered 
with almost virgin forests; embracing 
valuable tim ber of endless variety, 
the Coust Range producing an unlim it­ 
ed amount of the redwood timber pe­ 
culiar to that locality and so truly val­ 
uable for its self-preserving qualities, 
as well as the laurel now so extensive­ 
ly used for various ornamentul pur­ 
poses. Tlie large growth of redwood 
timber, as well as laurel, is principally 
confined to the counties of Humboldt, 
Mendocino, San Mateo and Santa 
Cruz. 
Millions upon millions of feet 
of redwood lumber are each year cut 
in these counties for the supply of 
home demand and for shipment to 
Soutli American and Mexican ports, 
as well as to the islands of tile Pacific 
Ocean. 
The pine, spruce and fir of 
the Sierra Nevada range supply the 
large demand for home consumption, 
as well us for the large extent of un­ 


timbered territory lying along our 
eastern boundary.* 
Cattle and sheep raising have hc- 
eonu* thoroughly identified with-the 
interests of California. The even tem­ 
perature of climate at once does away 
with tin* most serious obstacles inci­ 
dent to this branch of industry in tin* 
other Northern and Middle States. 
The Winters are of such nature tluit 
neither cattle nor sheep require protec­ 
tion from the inclemency of tlu* weath­ 
er; good feed is found during all tlu* 
months of tlu* year; even in tliedryest 
}>erinds of our long Summers tlu* grass 
that to all appearance is withered and 
unfit for consumption contains all tin* 
nutritious qualities of well-cured hay, 
while upon the first rains of winter 
the pasture is at once covered with 
grass to supply tlu* needs of the s u c ­ 
ceeding year. 
Much attention has 
been of late paid to tin* improvement 
of the breeds of cattle, und whereas 
but a few years since the country was 
filled with cuttle of inferior size and 
quality driven lien* in times of high 
price from tlu* plains of Texas and 
Mexico, it lias now become the home 
of the deseendauts of tin* valued do­ 
mestic and 
imported breeds. 
The 
same follows with sheep and goats. 
Sheep in California are sheared twice 
during (In* year, and t lie product at all 
times commands remunerative prices. 
Ranges for these animals are plenty 
and sheep and wool* growing in Cali­ 
fornia lias given it no small share of 
its celebrity. This may principally he 
attributed to tlu* same climatic causes 
that otter such inducements in the 
raising of cattle, 
lly sheep raisers 
here, it is calculated that the flock 
will more than double itself in num­ 
ber eaeli year, and that tlu* sales 
from wool will be in excess of all ex­ 
penses incurred, thus leaving an an­ 
nual profit of tin* total increase in 
number, amounting virtually to over 
100 per cent, upon the amount invest­ 
ed in tlu* purchase of a flock. The 
principal cattle-raising counties of tile 
State are Monterey, San Luis Obispo, 
Siskiyou, Santa Clara, Sonoma, Kern, 
Fresno and Humboldt; and the chief 
sheep-raising counties are Los An­ 
geles, Santa Barbara, San Luis Obis­ 
po, Fresno and Merced; the county of 
Marin far exceeding all other localit­ 
ies in tlu* products of tlu* dairy. 
Wine making as a general industry 
is steadily pushing forward its claims 
to attention. 
Each year proves tlu* 
climate and soil of California to he 
better adapted to the culture of tin* 
grape. Vines grow 
upon tlu* hills 
and in the valleys, hearing an abund­ 
ance of fruit of every conceivable var­ 
iety. California wines are in constant 
demand in Eastern markets, and are 
yearly advancing in universal favor. 
The principal wine-producing counties 
are Los Angeles, Sonoma, Napa, Sue- 
ranieiito and El Dorado.
